Advance Ticket Sale Enormous. 

'TliP advance ticket sale indicates an enormous 
crowd, far in excess of that of aii.v former year. 
Ceueral Manager Matt J. Winn and his large fori'e 
of assistants, have worked untiringly to provide for 
the comfort of the expected large gathering and 
the.v have succeeded admirably, judging b.v the 
spHcioustiess of the plant now and its added facili- 
ties. The removal of tlie imddock fences and plac 
ing benches on the park like lawns, will relieve 
the congestion in no mean degree and, also, give 
vantage |>oint to thoiisauUs from which to get a good 
view of the raeing. 

Notables in the sporting world have flocked here 
in great numbers and prominent personages in rac- 
ing are also abundantly present. Additions to tlie 
lilg throng are due tonight and tomorrow morning. 

At least 10,000 i>ersons are expected to witness 
the racing from the infield which, in accordance 
with custom established witii the first running of 
the Derby, will be free. Every precaution to avoid 
accidents will be taken and a great force of 
mounted police will be pressed into service to handle 
this feature. 

Derby Day incidents will differ tills year from 
tliose of tlie past and will be marked by a number 
of patriotic features, harmonising with the times. 
Covernor Stanley baa accepted an invitation to 
•deliver an address on patriotism in front of Uie 
Krandstnnd.
